(By Associated Press) 


Mclboumo.' Sept. 21—The 
British 


government has been In communica- 
tion with tho Australian government 
with a vlo\v of requisitioning all avail- 
able ulilpplnff In Australian waters for 
the transport of cargoes overseas. Al- 
ready the Interstate and coastal trade 
has contributed nbout 50,000 tons of 
HhlppItiK but a considerable additional 
amount Is believed to bo now forth- 
coming.

cord of. Ho served 06 years as pastor 
of the Congregational church of Green- 
l»nd and with few exceptions preached 
every Sunday and what is more, ho at 
all times kept abreast of 'the times and 
his sermons have always been Inter- 
esting ami eloqacnt. 


Dr. Robio was born In Gorham Me 


April C, 1821, being tho son of Thomas' 
S. and Clarissa Robie. Ills early edu- 
cation was gained In the Gorham acnd 
emy, from which ho 
graduated in 


1S36. Ho then became a student in An-" 
dover-theological school,.and remained 
there for.three yearn. 
In the fall of- 


1843 he entered the university of Halle, 
near Lelpsic, Ger., and remained three 
years. 


In 1840 he returned 
to the United 


States, and shortly afterward became 


teacher of 
languages in Gorham 


academy. Afterward he was assistant 
eacher of Hebrew at Andovor. 
'In ISul he was ordained to the mln- 
stry in Greenland 
and immediately 


became pastor of the Congregational 
hurch, over which he still presides 
nd preaches regularly every Sunday, 


following year ho was married to 


Ilss Susan P., daughter of Rev. Tho- 


mas Jameson of bunbartown, N II. 
n January, 1878, her death occurred. 
In 1870 the degree of 1). D. was con- 


ferred on him by Dartmouth college. 


The funeral arrangements

As visiting nurses of the rural ter- 


ritory and cities adjoining the camps, 
the Red Cross nurses assigned to pub- 
lic health work will endeavor lo pre- 
vent the spread of tuberculosis, rnala- 
i la and social diseases, and to strength 
en tho local Infant welfare programs. 


Nurses have been chosen for this 


service by Miss Jane A. IJelano, chair- 
man of tho national'commftteo on Red 
Cross nursing, with special reference 
to the public health needs of tho na- 
tion as a whole. If the public health 
nursing service of the state in which 
the cantonmqnt is situated is strong 
In numbers the Red Cross has called 
upon nurses from the state. Otherwise, 
nurses have been chosen from slates 
from which the troops in (raining have 
been drawn. A permanent Red Cross 
public health service \vlll undoubtedly 
be tho outcome of the work now being 
undertaken in army districts. 


Besides the special work in tamp 


zones, Red Cross nurses in the town 
and county nursing service are at work 
throughout the country, largely In ru- 
ral and mining communities. Ninety- 
four women are so engaged In nursing 
and teaching the care and feeding of 
Infants first aid and home dietetics, 
and assisting In the fight against tu- 
berculosis. It has been estimated that 
48 per cent of the Union troops in tho 
Civil war came from the country dis 
trlcts. While tho percentage will no 
bo so large in this war, the 7?ed Cros 
has undertaken to see that their fam 


, llles and homes aro kept well and safe 


011 against the day of the country soldier's 


return.
